r e p e rtoir e data alphanumeric characters ; 

retrieving said rep e rtoire data alphanumeric characters : 
comparing said r e pertoir e data alphanumeric characters to a 

reference; and 

enabling the playing of the content if the repertoire data m e ets 
alphanumeric characters meet a predetermined criteria based on said 
comparison. 

8. (Currently Amended) A player for playing content from a digital 
file including a digital media portion representing said content and a 
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metadata portion including a metadata field having rep e rto i r e data a 
plurality of alphanumeric characters specific to said content: 
a digital input to receive the digital file; 

electronic circuitry that converts the digital file into corresponding 
signals for playing the content corresponding to said digital content file, 
said electronic circuitry being enabled based on the presence of 
predetermined data -alphanumeric characters in th e r e pertoire data in the 
metadata field. 

9. (Original) The player of claim 8 wherein said digital input 
includes a network interface receiving said digital media file from a remote 
network. 

10. (Original) The player of claim 8 wherein said digital input 
includes a digital data storage. 

11. (Original) The player of claim 8 wherein said digital input 
includes a removable digital data storage. 

12. (Previously Presented) The player of claim 8 further 
comprising a controller that analyzes the data in the metadata field and 
determines if the repertoire data conforms to a predetermined criteria. 

1 3. (Currently Amended) The player of claim 1 2 wherein the 
controller is coupled to the electronic circuitry and enables the electronic 
circuitry when the r e p e rtoir e data m e ets alphanumeric characters meet a 
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predetermined criteria.

18. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 7 wherein the 
rep e rto i re data e xact l y match e s sam e r e f e r e nc e data alphanumeric characters 
match exactly said reference. 

19. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 7 wherein the 
r e p e rto i re data match e s sam e r e f e r e nce data alphanumeric characters match 
said reference to within a prespecified limit. 

20. (Currently Amended) An apparatus for generating a new media 
file from an old media file, said media file including a payload and metadata 
including a r e pertoir e data alphanumeric characters specific to said payload, 
comprising: 

an input receiving the old media file; 

a controller that generates the new metadata based on at least one 
characteristic of said old file, said characteristic matching said alphanumeric 
characters r e p e rto i re data ; and 

a file assembler that combines a payload with the new metadata to 
form the new media file. 

21 . (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 20 wherein said 
input means includes a demultiplexer that receives the old media file formed of 
said payload and old metadata, said old metadata including an old metadata 
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field with unacceptable data, and wherein said file assembler replaces said old 
metadata field with a new metada field, said new metadata field including 
acceptable data including said r e pertoire data alphanumeric characters .

23. ( Previously Presented) The apparatus if claim 21 further 
comprising a data base, said controller using information from said data base to 
analyze the payload. 

24. (Original) The apparatus of claim 23 wherein said data base is a 
local database. 

25. (Original) The apparatus of claim 23 further comprising a 
network interface, and a downloaded data base, said downloaded data base 
including information regarding said content, said information being provided 
from a remote location through said network interface. 

26. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 21 wherein the 
old metadata field contains no information and the controller populates the old 
metadata field using said r e p e rtoir e data alphanumeric characters thereby 
generating the new metadata field.

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30. (NEW). The method of claim 7 wherein said alphanumeric 
characters define a value of a parameter used during the assembly of said 
content. 

31 (NEW). The method of claim 7 wherein said alphanumeric 
characters define a characteristic of the content selected from the group 
consisting of a title for said content, a label, an image size, an image format, a 
content file type, version ID, version type, stock, type of media on which content 
is distributed, a date associated with the creation of the content, a color, a 
camera angle, total size of the digital file, a genre, a rating, a subtitle, a 
language, a close caption, and an audio channel. 

32 (NEW). The method of claim 7 wherein said alphanumeric 
characters define a name of a person associated with the creation of said 
content including a director, an actor, a producer and an author. 

33 (NEW) . The method of claim 7 wherein said alphanumeric 
characters form repertoire data associated with said content. 

34 (NEW). A method for controlling the processing of content from a 
digital file composed of a media portion including a digital version of said 
content and a metadata portion having alphanumeric characters specific to said 
content, the method comprising: 

examining the metadata to determine the presence of said 
alphanumeric characters; 

retrieving said alphanumeric characters; 
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comparing said alphanumeric characters to a reference; and 
allowing further processing of the content if the alphanumeric 
characters meet a predetermined criteria based on said comparison. 

35 (NEW). A method for enabling the playback of content from a 
digital file composed of a media portion including a digital version of said 
content and a metadata portion having text associated with said.content, the 
method comprising: 

retrieving said text from said metadata; 

comparing said text to a reference; and 

enabling the playing of the content if the text meets a predetermined 
criteria based on said comparison. 
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
